Admiralty, 12th August, 1840. 

“ All Midshipmen who shall have passed such Examination respecting their Qualifications for the 
* eppointment of Lieutenant as the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may from time to time 

direct. (if abroad, for Seamanship and Navigution, and if at home also at the Royal Naval College), 

shall be considered eligible to have Warrants or Commiasions as Mates im whatever Ship they may 

be serving; such Warrant or Commission will be given by the Lords Commissioners of the 

Admiralty, upon the recommendation of the Commanding Officer of the Ship in which the person 

may be serving, transmitted by the Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer on the Station. 


During their first three years of actual service as Mates in the Royal Navy they will take Rank 
with Ensigns in the Army, and after three years’ service with Lieutenants in the Army, according 
to their seniority as Mates, to be computed from the dates of their original Warrants from their 
respective Captains, under the former regulations in respect to Mates. 


Commauders-in-Chief on Foreign Stations may give Acting Warrants as Mates to such Midship- 
men as may pass abroad fer Seamanship and Navigation, which Warrants will be confirmed from 
their original dates if approved by their Lordships, provided they pass their examination at the 

* Royal Naval College in two mouths after their arrival in England; but no person appointed to act 
as Mate or am Lieutenant is to be sent home from a Foreign Station for the purpose of pessing such 
examination. 

PAY WHEN UNEMPLOYED. 

Two Shillings and Sixpence a day, when unable to obtain employment in Her Majesty’s Service 

. provided their condact during service shall have been satisfactory, and provided they do not decline, 
oravoid service when called upon. i 

The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are empowered to allow any Mate to retire from the 
‘ervice, with a Pension of Two Shillings and Sixpence a day after Twenty Years’ actual Service, 
during Ten Years of which he must have held the rating of Mate.

If appointments are made betore the examination 
at the end of the second year, the half-yearly examination immediately previous to the occurrence

Admiralty, 1st January, 1841, 

The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, having had under their consideration the Regulations 
for the appointment of Acting Masters’ Assistants, both as regard the required period ef their servitude 
in the Royal Navy, or Merchamt Service, and their general attainments in Seamanship and Navigation, 
are pleased to direct, wish reference to the 27th Ait. Cap. 3, of the Regulations for Her Majesty's 
Service, at Sea, that the qualifications for the appointments of Acting Masters’ Assistants io the Royal 

. Navy shall in future be as follows :— 

_ He shall have been at sea either in Ifer Majesty’s Navy three complete years, or in the Merehant 
Service four years, (one of which as Mate or Inferior Mate) ; or for combined period of two years in 
the Royal Navy, and two in the Merehant Service; or one year in the Royal Navy, aod three in the 
Merchaut Service, and shall be full 1@ years of age. 3 ‘ 

He will be required to have a thorough knowledge of Practical Observations of the Sun, Moon, and 
Stars, for ascertaining the Latitude ; to work double Altitudes; the Longitude by Chronometer; and 
tokeep a Ship’s reckoning by the common Rules, usually denominated a day’s work. He will also be 
tequired to produce Certificates of Servitude and Regulanty of Conduct. / 

Candidates for the appointment of Acting Masters’ Assistant are to be strictly and carefully ex- 
amined in the presehce of the Captain, or Commander, by a Master and Naval Instructor, and, when 
there shall not be an Officer of the latter Class, by two Masters, touching their abilities in Seamanship, 
Navigation, &c. The Certificates of Qualifications are to be signed by the Captain, or Commander, as 
well as by the examining Officers ; and all Candidates who shall be found qualified, agreeably to the 
before-mentioned provisions, will be eonsidered eligible to be appointed by their Lordships as Acting 
Masters’ Assistants in Her Majesty’s Navy aecordingly, By Command of their Lor: ships,

REGULATIONS FOR THE QUALIFICATION, AND HALF-PAY OF NAVAL

1 Sir C, E. Nugent saw much service as Lieutenant of the Bristol on the coast of Ameri 
in the first American war ; commanded the Pomona at the capture of the fortress of Omoe, m/ 
the register ships in 1780; while commanding the Veteran assisted at the reduction of t 
French West India Islands in 1793. 

2 Sir J. H. Whitshed was Lieutenant of the Sandwich, and was present at the defeat of 
the Spanish squadron of Don Juan de Langera in the year 1779; commanded the Name tt 
St, Vincent. 

6 Sir G. Martin when Midshipman of the Suffolk was present in the several actions o 
Sir G. Rodney in the West Indies in 1780 ; commanded the Irresistible at St. Vincent ; in t# 
same ship in company with the Emerald, destroyed two frigates near Cape Trafalgar ; con- 
manded the Northumberland at the blockade of Malta and expedition to Egypt, and the Ber 
fleur in Sir R. Calder’s action, and as Rear-Admiral, a squadron at the destruction of two ship 
of the line at the mouth of the Rhone in 1810. 

7 Sir D. Gould was supernumerary Lieutenant of the Conqueror in Rodney’s action ; com 
manded the Cyclops at the reduction of Corsica, the Audacious in Lord Hotham’s action ip 
1795, and at the Nile, blockade of Malta, capture of Géxéreux, and reduction of Genos. 

8 Hon. Sir R. Stopford was Midshipman of the Prince George in Rodney's actions; com: 
manded the Aquilon and repeated the signals in Howe’s action, and the Phaeton in Cornwallis’: 
memorable retreat ; commanded the Spencer at St. Domingo (when he was wounded),—and it 
the expedition to Copenhagen; as Rear-Admiral commanding a small squadron on the coast 
France, destroyed several French frigates under the batteries of Sables D'Olonne in 1809; ¥ 
second in command in the attack on the enemy’s fleet in Aix roads in the same year, and com 
manded the naval forces at the capture of Java; and commanded in chief in the operations © 
the coast of Syria and capture of St. Jean D’Acre in 1840. 

10 Sir C. Hamilton was Midshipman of the Hector in Admiral Cornwallis’s partial ectiss 
with the French fleet in 1780; commanding the Dido, served at the reduction of Corsica, 114 
the Melpomene in the expedition to the Helder in 1799, and the capture of Goree on the cou’ 
of Africa in 1800. 

11 Hon. H. Curzon was Midshipman of the Superb in the several actions with De Sufres 
in 1782 ; commanded the Pallas in Cornwallis’s retreat, and in the Indefatigable captured the 
French frigate Venus in 1800. 

14 Sir P. C. C. H. Durham, as Midshipman, served in the Edgar, which ship formed part 
Sir George Rodney’s fleet at the defeat of Don Juan de Langara ; commanding the Anson. 
sisted at the destruction of several of the enemy's frigates, particularly in her t action 
with, and capture of La Loire, in 1798. Commanded the Defiance in Sir Robert Calder’ 
action, and at Trafalgar. As Rear-Admiral, with his flag in the Venerable, captured t¥0 
French frigates of the largest class ; was Commander-in-Chief at securing the French Wet 
India Islands for Louis XVIII. 

15 Lord A. Beauclerk, commanding the Juno, in 1794 fought a gallant action with a Frese 
frigate, corvette and brig in the Mediterranean ; in the same ship assisted at the capture of the 
Ca Ira and Censeur, ships of the line, in 1795. When in the Dryad, captured, after s galls! 
action of forty-five minutes, the Proserpine, of 42 guns; while commanding the Royal Oct. 
superintended the debarkation of Lord Chatham's army at Walcheren. 
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17 Sir T. B. Martin commanded the Afodeste at the reduction of Corsica; when in the 
Senta Margarita, captured, after a gallant action, the French frigate Tamise, in 1796; and 
while commanding the Fisguard in 1798, after a running fight of an hour and fifty minutes, 
L'Immortalité of 42 guns, besides numerous other vessels of war. In the Implacable assisted 
: ae destruction of a Russian ship of the line in 1808, and was actively employed on the coast 

inland. 

19 Sir G. Cockburn was Lieutenant of the Victory at the siege of Toulon; when Captain of 
the Meleager, assisted at the reduction of Corsica, and in the actions of Lord Hotham in 1795; 
while commanding the Minerve, with the broad pendant of Nelson, captured, after an action of 
three hours, the Spanish frigate Sabina (afterwards retaken) and beat off her consort the 
Ceret; was present in the action off St. Vincent's; and in 1801, captured one and destroyed 
another enemy’s frigate off Leghorn ; commanded the Pompée at the reduction of Martinique 
in 1809, and the Belleisle at the capture of Flushing in the same year. As Commodore com- 
manded at the siege of Cadiz in 1810; and in America, in conjunction with an army under 
General Ross, captured the City of Washington, and commanded in the numerous gallant 
actions on that coast in 1814 and 15. 

20 Jas. Carpenter served on shore with a detachment of seamen, under the orders of Capt. 
E. Harvey, at the reduction of Martinique in 1794. 

21 Sir G. Moore, when commanding the Melampus, assisted at the defeat of Monsieur 
Bompart off the coast of Ireland in 1798, and captured the French frigate Reso/ue, of 36 guns. 
In 1804 he commanded a squadron of frigates, when he captured, after a short resistance, 
four Spanish treasure ships; commanded the Marlborough in the expedition to the Scheldt. 

24 Sir W, Hotham served on shore when Lieutenant of the Vicfory, under the orders of 
! Nelson, at the siege of Bastia; commanded the Adamant at Camperdown, and assisted at the 

destraction of the French frigate La Preneuse off the Isle of France in 1799. 

. 26 Sir E. Codrington was Lieutenant of the Queen Charlotte, in Howe's action; com- 
manded the Badet in Lord Bridport’s; the Orion at Trafalgar ; the Blake in the Walcheren 
expedition, and in command of a squadron in co-operation with the patriots on the coast of 

talonia: was Captain of the fleet on the coast of America, and commanded the combined 

_ fleet at Navarin. 

“27 Sir G. Parker was senior Lieutenant of the Phenix at the capture of the Resolue French 

- frigate, and of the Crescent in her gallant action and capture of the Reunion in 1793; in 1805, 
when commanding the Stafely in company with the Nassau, destroyed, after a running fight of 
two hours, a Danish 74; commanded the Aboukir at Walcheren. 

28 F. Watkins was senior Lieutenant of the Blanche, and posted for having captured, 

"after a long and desperate conflict, in which her gallant Captain (Faulkner) was killed, 
the French frigate Pigue; when commanding the Nereide, fought a gallant action with six 

’ large privateers, one of which he captured, in 1800; the island of Curacoa surrendered to him 

* in 1801, 

“29 J. E. Douglas, when commanding the Bel/ona, assisted at the destruction of the French 

~ ship of the line L’Impetueux, near Cape Henry in 1805, and was present at the attack on the 

French fleet in Aix roads in 1809. 

30 Sir J. P. Beresford, while commanding the Lynx sloop in 1796, captured La Cocarde 

‘ of 14 guns; when Captain of the Raison fought a gallant action with the French frigate 

' Vengeance; while in the Diana, assisted at the capture of the Islands of St. Bartholomew, St. 
Martin’s, &c. in 1801; commanded the Theseus at the attack on the enemy’s fleet in Aix 
ire and was actively employed in command of the Poicfiers on the coast of America in

31 T. Le M. Gosselin was Midshipman of the Barffeur, and assisted at the capture of St. 

Eustatia, and was present in all the different actions with Count de Grasse in the West Indies

36 Sir C. Ogle, when Lieutenant of the Boyne, distinguished himself at the capture of the 
French West India Islands, particularly at the storming of Fort Fleur D’Epee, April 1794; 
served in the expedition to Egypt. 

37 H. Raper was Lieutenant of Queen Charlotte in Howe's action; commanded the Cham- 
pion in the disastrous expedition to Ostend in 1798, and in /’Aimadle, in 1799, fought a gal- 
lant action with the Syrene French frigate and Bergére corvette. 

38 R. D. Oliver was senior Lieutenant of the Artois, and promoted for his gallantry at the 
capture of the French frigate Revolutionaire in 1794; when commanding the AMfars, captured 
the large French frigate Rhin of 44 guns in 1806. 

39 D'Arcy Preston served at the reduction of Martinique, where he commanded the seamen 
of the Boyne at storming Fort Royal, and St. Lucie in 1794; when Captain of the Blanche, in 
1796, captured, after a gallant action, a Spanish frigate, which was afterwards re-taken by a 
superior force. 

40 Hon. Sir J. Talbot was senior Lieutenant of the Astrea at the capture of the French frigate 
Gloire in 1795, for which he was promoted ; when Captain of the Leander in 1805, on the Halifax 
station, captured the Ville de Milan of 46 guns, and retook her prize, the Cleopatra; com- 
manding the Zhunderer, distinguished himself in an attack on a Turkish squadron in the 
Dardanelles in 1807 ; was wounded and received a gold medal for the capture of the Rivo/i, whea 
commanding the Victorious, after a hard-fought action in 1812. 

41 J. Giffard was Midshipman of the Canada, at the relief of Gibraltar in 1781; and aftera 
short action the capture of the Spanish frigate Leocadia ; in Rodney's action ; was Lieutenant of 
the Queen Charlotte in Lord Bridport’s ; commanded the Athenienne at the defence of Gaieta. 

42 Sir J. West was Lieutenant of the Royal George in Lord Howe's action in 1794, and Lord 
Bridport’s in 1795; in command of the Ecellent displayed much gallantry in co-operation with 
the patriots on the coast of Catalonia in 1808, particularly at the defence of Rosas, and both 
ship and boats were successfully employed in the destruction of the enemy’s gun vessels and con- 
voys on the coasts of the Adriatic. 

43 J. Bullen, when Midshipman of the Jsie and the Lion, assisted at the attack on Mad 
Island, in America, in 1777, and in the action between Byron and D’Estaing in 1779; was 
Lieutenant of the Prince George in Rodney’s action ; in the Victory at the defence of Toulon, 
and during the siege of Bastia, his services were mentioned in the highest terms by Nelson ; was 
8 volunteer when Commander on board the Santa Margarita at the capture of the Tamise in 1796. 

44S, Poyntz distinguished himself in the command of the Soleday at the capture of -a 
French squadron in the West Indies in 1799; and in the Melampus assisted at the destruc- 
tion of the French ship of the line L' Jmpetueuz off Cape Henry. 

45 Lord Colville was present in Rodney's action; was senior Lieutenant of the Santa Mar- 
garitta at the capture of the West India Islands in 1794; commanded L’Hercule in the expe- 
dition to Copenhagen in 1807. 

46 J. Cochet was Lieutenant of the Queen Charlotte in Howe'saction, and principal Agent of 
Transports in the expedition to Egypt in 1807. 

48 Sir C. Ekins was Midshipman of the Berwick in Sir H. Parker’s action off the Dogger 
Bank in 1781; and in the Cambridge at the relief of Gibraltar, and action afterwards, in 1722, 
in which he was wounded; commanding the Amphitrite, assisted at the taking the Devil’s 
Islands off Cayenne, the Islands of Surinam, St. Martins, also the Danish and Swedish ; com- 
manded the Defence at Copenhagen in 1807, and the Syperb ut Algiers, where he was again 
wounded, 

49 B. W. Page was twice wounded when Midshipman of the Superb, in the actions with 
Monsieur de Suffrein, in the East Indies; commanded the Jnffexidle troop ship, in the expedi- 
tion to Egypt. 
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2 H. R. Glynn was Lieutenant of the Royal George in Howe’s action in 1794, and Lord 
Bridport’s of 1795. a 

3 Sir E. Hamilton when Lieut. of the Dido captured in a boat with nine men a privateer of 
13 guns and forty-five men; whenin the same ship, served on shore at Corsica, at the taking 
of Martello Tower, and at the sieges of Bastia and Calvi; was Lieutenant of the Victory in 
the action with the French fleet in 1795; when Captain of the Surprize cut out of Porto 
Cavallo with her boats the Spanish frigate Hermione after a desperate conflict, in which 
euaryrise he was wounded; for these services, he received the honour of knighthood and a 
gold medal. 

4 Sir Thomas Baker, when commanding the Nemesis, captured the Freija Danish frigate 
after a short action in 1800; and in command of the Phenix in 1805, after a most deter- 
mined resistance, captured the French frigate Didon of superior force; in the same ship 
asisted in Sir R. Strachan’s action. S 

6 Sir R. Laurie was Lieutenant of the Queen in Howe's action, where he was wounded ; 
when Captain of the Cleopatra of 32 guns, commanded her boats with those of the Andromache, 
in a gallant and sanguinary attack on a Spanish convoy in the Island of Cuba in 1801, and was 
pitigiey after a most gallant action by the French frigate Ville de Milan, of nearly double her 

in 1805. 

7 Sir W. H. Gage was Midshipman of Princess Royal at the capture of the three ships of 
the line in the Mediterranean in 1795; was Lieutenant of the Minerva in her action with two 
Spanish frigates 1796 ; at St. Vincent’s; and at the cutting out of the Mutine from Santa Cruz 
in 1797 ; commanded the Terpsichore at the blockade of Malta till 1799. 

8 A.P. Hollis was Mid. in Admiral Keppel’s action with the French fleet in 1778; 
Was wounded when Lieutenant of the Queen in Howe's action, and was in the same 
ship in Lord Bridport’s; commanding the Thames, was present in Sir James Saumares’s 
action in the Straits in 1801, and in the Standard, commanded at the capture of the Island 
of Anholt in the Baltic in 1809; served at the defence of Cadiz in 1811. 

9 Sir H, Heathcote when Mate and Midshipman of the Egmont, Princess Royal, and 
Cyclepe, served at the reduction of Corsica, and assisted at the several actions of Lord Hotham 
in the Mediterranean in 1795; while commanding the Galatea of 32 guns, was actively em- 
ployed blockading two French frigates at Guadaloupe ; commanded the Lion at the reduction 
of Java; and when in the Scipion commanded the in-shore squadron in Lord Exmouth’s 
skirmish with the Toulon fleet in 1813. 

10 Sir E. Owen, when commanding L'immortalité and Clyde (with a broad pendant) 
fought many gallant actions with the Boulogne flotilla from 1803 to 05 ; commanded the latter 
ship in the Walcheren expedition, and was Commander-in-Chief on the lakes of Canada at the 
conclusion of the war. 

14 Sir G. E, Hamond was Midshipman of the Queen Charlotte in Howe's action ; com- 
manding the Champion, served at the blockade of Malta and siege of Valette ; was Captain of 
the Blanche at Copenhagen in 1801; commanded the Lively at the capture of the Spanish 
treasure frigates in 1804; and in a rencontre with the Spanish 74 Glorioso off Cadiz in 
1805 ; commanded the Victorious at the capture of Flushing in 1809.

20 R. Matson was mate of the Brifannia at the destruction of the fleet and arsenal of 
Toulon in 1793, and served on shore during the occupation of that place, and at the sieges of 
Bastia and St. Fiorenzo in 1794 ; was Lieut. of the Bedford when the Ca Ira and Censeur were 
captured by the fleet under Lord Hotham in 1795 ; assisted at the taking of Surinam in 1799. 

21 J. Mackellar was senior Lieutenant of the Assistance at the capture of L’ Elizabeth of 
40 guns in 1796 ; commanded the Minerva and was made prisoner in the expedition to Ostend 
in 1797. 

21*G. Barker was Mid. of the Vengeance in the Dogger bank action in 1778, and capture 
of Goree in 1779; was Mate of the Preston in Rodney's actions in 1780; in command of a 
boat assisted cutting out a convoy from under the batteries of Martinique; was mate in the 
Montagu in Sir 8. Hood’s action with Count de Grasse in 1781, and assisted cutting outa 
ship laden with naval stores from St. Pierre ; in command of the Incendiary in company with 
the Success, sustained a smart action with the Cadiz flotilla in 1798; and served at the 
blockade of Malta. 

22 Sir C. Adam was Midshipman of the Glory in Howe's action; of the Robust in the 
evacuation of Toulon; and of the Monarch at the capture of the Cape in 1795: when 
Captain of the Sybille, captured after a gallant action of 20 minutes, the French frigate Chi/- 
fonne in 1801; when commanding the Chiffonne fought a gallant action with a large flotilla 
under the batteries of Fechamp in 1805, and in the Invincible was actively employed in co- 
operation with the patriots on the coast of Spain, particularly at the defence of Tarragona in 
1812. 

23 W. Grauger was Lieutenant of the Fortitude at the reduction of Corsica in 1794, and 
acting in command of the Jupiter in action with the French frigate Preneuse in 1799. 

24 Sir J. C. White commanded the Sy/ph sloop from 1795 to 98, during which period he 
distinguished himself on various occasions, and captured several of the enemy's vessels of war 
and convoys, and assisted at the destruction of the French frigate Andromache; was Captaia 
of the Foudroyant at the capture of Linois’ squadron in 1806, and in the Centaur co-ope- 
rated in the defence of Tarragona in 1811. 

25 Sir A. Drummond was Lieut. of the Monarch at Camperdown ; when commanding the 
Peterel, bore a part in the active operations of Commodore Nelson’s squadron on the coast 
of Italy in 1796; commanded the Bull Doy in Egypt in 1799. 

26 R. Lloyd commanding the Racoon sloop in the North Seas and Channel in 1798 and 99, 
captured several privateers, particularly the Policrate of 16 guns and 72 men, after a run- 
ning fight. 

Pi i Garrett was Lieutenant of the Princess Royal, and served on shore during the occu- 
pation of Toulon in 1793 ; while commanding the Trial cutter, captured a French privateer of 
very superior force in 1797, and assisted at the destruction of the French frigate Conffante, off 
Havre, in 1798. 

29 Sir T. Livingstone commanded the Diadem in the expedition against Quiberon and Belle- 
isle in 1800; when in the Renommée in the Mediterranean in 1806 and 07, both ship and 
boats were actively employed against the enemy's gun vessels and convoys. 

30 Sir E. Brace, commanding the Kangaroo brig, fought several gallant actions; assisted at 
the capture of the Loire frigate in 1798. In the Virginie captured, after a gallant action of an 
hour and half, the Dutch frigate Guilderland in 1808 ; was actively employed in the Sf. Albans 
on the coast of Spain in 1811; and in the Berwick in all the operations which led to the sur- 
render of Genoa in 1814 ; was Captain of the Impregnable bearing the flag of Sir D. Milne at 
Algiers. 

a Sir J. Brenton was Lieutenant of the Barflewr at St. Vincent ; fought several gallant actions 
while in command of the Speedy brig, in the vicinity of Gibraltar in 1799; was Captain of the 
Cesar, Sir James Saumarez’s flag ship, in the action off Algeziras in 1801; while in the Spar. 
tan, in addition to many other important services in the Adriatic, assisted at the reduction of 
Zante, Cephalonia, and Cerigo in 1809; in the same ship was severely wounded in a most 
gallant action with a Neapolitan squadron, in the bay of Naples in 1810, for which he was 
created a Baronet. 

32 Sir F. W. Austen while commanding the Pe¢erel sloop performed several gallant exploits 
in the Mediterranean in 1799, particularly at the capture of La Ligurienne from under a bat- 
tery near Marscilles. for which he was promoted ; commanded the Canopus at St. Domingo. 

33 B. R. Littlehales when Midshipman of the Vigilant, assisted in the action between 
Keppel and D’Orvilliers, and in the Royal Oak in the action off Grenada in 1779; as Lieu- 
tenant of the Rose, assisted storming Fort Louis, Martinique in 1794; while in the Beauliex, 
boarded a French store ship of 18 guns under a battery at Guadaloupe; was Senior of the 
Amazon in ber gallant action with the French 80 gun ship Droits de L’ Homme in 1797 ; com- 
manded the Centaur at the capture of St. Lucie in 1803. 

34 N. Thompson was Lieut. of the Boyne, and served on shore at the attack on Point- 
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a-Pitre in 1794; commanded the Savage in the expedition to Ostend in 1798; the 
Perlen frigate at the reduction of Flushing in 1809, and at the taking of Guadaloupe ; and the 
Aboukir at the capture of Genoa in 1814. 

35 E. S. Dickson was Lieut. of the Sampson at the relief of Gibraltar; was Lieut. of the 
Cesar and wounded in Howe’s action ; in the Frederick cutter beat off a privateer of superior 
force ; commanded the Victorieuse at the taking of Trinidad in 1797, and fought a gallant 
action with two privateers in defence of her convoy, one of which he captured, in 1798 ; was 
wounded storming some batteries on the Spanish Main; when in the Jnconstant, captured the 
island of Goree in 1804; and in the Stately assisted at the defence of Cadiz and Tariffa in 
1811; when in the Rivoli, in 1815, captured the Afelpomene French frigate after a slight 
resistance. 

36 T. J. Maling, when Lieutenant of the Minerva, assisted in her boats at cutting out of 
Teneriffe the Afutine brig of 14 guns in 1797. 

37 Sir J. A. Ommanney was Lieutenant of the Queen Charlotte in Lord Bridport’s action in 
1795, and commanded the Albion at Navarin. 

38 Z. Mudge, commanding the Constance, in company with the Stork, drove on shore and 
captured, in 1801, near Cape Ortegal, two privateers of 22 and 12 guns; commanded the 
Blanche at the blockade of St. Domingo in 1803, and was captured in that ship, after a gallant 
resistance, by a French squadron in 1805. 

39 H. Hill was Midshipman of the Pheniv in her action with the Resolu in the East Indies 
in 1791 ; was Lieutenant of the Zebra at the reduction of the French West India islands, and 
served in the storming parties at their capture, particularly of Fort Royal, Martinique, in 
1794; was severely wounded quelling an insurrection at St. Vincent's in 1795. 

40 C. Wollaston was Mid. of the Formidable, in Rodney's actions. 

41 A. W. Schomberg was Lieutenant of the So/ebay, and served on shore at the reduction 
of the French West India islands in 1794, and was second in the Glatton in her celebrated 
action with five French frigates in 1796 ; when commanding the Loire, was actively employed 
in co-operation with the patriots on the coast of Galicia, and captured, after a short action, the 
French ship Hebe, pierced for 34 guns and 168 men. 

42 Sir E. D. King was Midshipman of the Barfleur in Howe’s action; was senior Lieutenant 
of the Dryad, and promoted for the capture, by that ship, of the French frigate Proserpine of 
42 guns, after a gallant action; was Captain of the Leviathan at the capture of the Danish and 
Swedish West India islands iu 1801. 

44 Sir G. Mundy was a Midshipman of the Juno in her singular escape from Toulon in 
1794; and in L’Aigle at the reduction of Bastia and Calvi; was Lieutenant of the Blen- 
heim at St. Vincent, and the Goliah at the Nile; when commanding the Hydra 38, performed 
a gallant exploit in capturing a French brig of war, while in company with three frigates her 
consorts in 1807; from this period till 1810 was actively employed in co-operation with the 
patriots, and was constantly engaged, both ship and boats, with the enemy on the coast of Spain. 

45 F. Warren when commanding the Melpomene, fought a gallant action with 18 Danish 
gun.vessels in the Belt in 1809. 

46 J. Carthew, as Lieutenant, served on shore at the reduction of Martinique in 1794 ; com- 
wanded the Rosario in the expedition to the Helder in 1799; at the destruction of 2 Dutch 
frigates at Medenblick in the same year; and in the attack on the French squadron at Dun- 
kirk in 1800; was Captain of the Gloire at the reduction of Martinique in 1809. 

47 Sir Thomas Briggs commanded the Salamine in the expedition to Egypt, and the Clo- 
rinde at the capture of the Isle of France. 

48 Lord Dundonald was posted from the Speedy brig of 14 guns and 54 men for the capture 
by boarding a Spanish zebec frigate of 32 guns and 319 men in 1801; commanding the Pallas 
and Imperieuse, performed many gallant exploits in the ships and boats on the coast of France 
and Spain, particularly in engaging in the former a large French frigate off the Isle D’Aix in 
sight of the enemy’s fleet, and in the latter at the defence of Rosas; also in co-operation with 
the patriots on the coast of Catalonia in 1809, and in conducting the attack on the French 
fleet in Aix Roads in the same year. 

49 N. Tomlinson, when Midshipman of the Charon, saw much seryice both on shore and 
afloat in the first American war; was Lieutenant of the Bristol in the action with Mons. 
De Snuffrein; when commanding the Pelfer gun brig, performed several gallant exploits on the 
coast of France in 1794-95, as he subsequently did while Commander of the Suffisante served 
as a volunteer at Copenhagen in 180] ; commanded the fire-vessels at Walcheren in 1809. 

50 Sir W. Parker was Midshipman of the Orion in Howe's action ; commanding the Stork 
in company with the Constance in 1801 assisted at the capture of El Cantara of 22 guns, and 
a lugger of 10 guns near Cape Ortegal ; commanded the Amazon and bore a priucipal part at 
the capture of the Marengo and Belle Poule in 1806, and was actively employed in co-opera- 
tion with the patriots on the coast of Galicia, particularly at Ferrol, where he landed in com- 
tmand of a party of seamen ; commander-in-chief in the operations on the coast of China from 
1841, until the conclusion of the war, when he was personally engaged on shore and afloat a 
the taking of Amoy and Chinghae, attack on the Chinese camp on the heights of Segahon; 
capture of the city of Chin-Kiang-Foo, &c. &c. 
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52 G. M‘Kinley was acting Lieutenant of the Barfleur in Rodney's actions, was Lieutenant 
of the Alcide at Corsica, and when commanding the Liberty gun brig, assisted at the capture 
of L’ Etourdie of 16 guns inthe harbour of Herqui in 1796 ; commanded the Ofter fire ship at 
the Helder, and at Copenhagen in 1801. 

53 J. Katon was Midshipman of the Alcide at the occupation of Toulon and siege of St. 
Fiorenzo ; was Lieutenant of the Couragenr in Lord Hotham’s action in 1795. 

54 Sir C. Dashwood was Midshipman of the Formidable in Roducy’s action, and the Im- 
pregnable in Howe's; was Lieutenant of the Magnanime at the capture of the French frigate 
Decade, and in the action of Sir J. Warren with Monsieur Bompart in 1798 ; was posted from 
the Sylph sloop for having twice beat off the Artemise French frigate of 44 guns ; commanded 
the Franchise at Copenhagen.

Curry commanded the Fury bomb in the expedition to the Helder, and at the 
surrender of the Dutch squadron in 1799 ; assisted at the destruction of two frigates at Meden- 
blik, and was frequently officially noticed for his services in the expedition-to Egypt in 1801. 

2 W. Skipsey was Lieutenant of the Berwick in the action with D’Orvilliers, and wes 
wounded in that of the Dogger Bank ; was in the Britannia at the relief of Gibraltar, and com- 
manded the Termagant in the expedition to Egypt in 1801. 

3 Hon. F. P. Irby was Midshipman of the Afontague in Howe's action, and Lieutenant of 
the Circe at Camperdown; when Captain of the Amelia assisted ut the destruction of three Freneh 
frigates off Sable D’Olonne in 1809; in the same year in company with the Statira, captured 
the Mouche corvette and several armed vessels off St. Andero ; assisted at the destruction of 
LL’ Amazone French frigate off Cherbourg in 1811; fought a sanguinary action with L’Are- 
thuse, in which the Amelia lost 144 killed and wounded, her adversary 195, who escaped, from 
her consort the Rudis of equal force being supposed to be in the vicinity, having bean in sight 
the previous evening. 

4 Sir J. W. Loring when Midshipman was wounded at Toulon in 1793; commanded a 
gunboat at the siege of Bastia; was Lieutenant of the St. George in Lord Hotham’s actions in 
1795 ; when commanding the Niobe, assisted at the attack on two French frigates under the 
batteries of La Hogue in 1810; and at the destruction of one near Cape Bartleur in 181). 

6 Hon. D, P. Bouverie when commanding the Medusa asvisted at the capture of Blel- 
donado, and in the principal operations in South America in 1806-7; and in the same ship 
served on shore in co-operation with the patriots on the north coast of Spain in 1812. 

7 R. Poulden was Senior Lieut. of the Irresistible in Lord Bridport’s action in 1795, and 
served as Agent of Transports at the reduction of Minorca in 1798. 

8 J. Dick commanded the Discovery bomb in the expedition to the Helder in 1799, and 
the Cynthia in Egypt in 1801; when Captain of the Penelope assisted at the reduction of 
Martinique in 1809. 

9 P. Ribouleau was Midshipman of the Prince William in action with Count de Grasse in 
1781; served at the occupation of Toulon; was Lieutenant of the Glory in Howe’s action; 
when in the Monarch served on shore at the reduction of the Cape in 1795; commanded the 
Astrea troop ship in Egypt, and distinguished himself while serving on shore with the army. 

10 M. Buckle was Lieut. of the Royal Sovereign in Howe's action. 

11 J. Allen was wounded when Midshipman of the Pene/ope in action with, and captare of, 
the Inconstante in 1793. 

12 J. Noble, whena Midshipman, served at the defence of Toulon, and was present in the action 
of Lord Hotham in 1795; when Lieutenant of Agamemnon, was severely wounded in her boats 
at Lodno in 1796; when in the Captain and Minerva, served as Aid-de-camp to Nelson at 
Porto Ferrajo, Corsica, and the capture of the Sadina Spanish frigate, when he was again 
wounded ; in the former ship assisted at the boarding of the two line-of-battle ships at St. 
Vincent,—Nelson, in one of his reports says, ‘‘ His merit and repeated wounds entitle him to 
every reward a grateful country can hestow.’’ 

14 C, J. W. Nesham was Midshipman of the Juno in the action with Mons. De Suffrein in 
1783 ; was senior Lieutenant of the Adamant at Camperdown; commanded the Captain at the 
capture of Mariegalante; and served on shore at the-reduction of Martinique in 1809. 

15 Sir C. Bullen was Midshipman of the Loyalist at the ‘reduction of Charlestown in 1781; 
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was Lieutenant of the Ramillies in Howe's action, and Senior of the Monmouth at Camperdown, 
for which he was promoted ; was Captain of the Britannia at Trafalgar, and when commanding 
the Volontaire and Cambrian, both ships and boats were actively employed in co-operation 
with the patriots on the coast of Catalonia in 1810-11. 

16 J. Wight, when Midshipman of the Rose, served on shore, with great credit, at the re- 
duction of Martinique in 1793; when Lieutenant of the Beaulieu assisted at the destruction 
of a French frigate off Guadaloupe, and in ZL’ Aimable in her gallant action with the French 
frigate Pensée, of greatly superior force, in 1796; in 1801 and 1802, commanded the Wolverene 
sloop, when he repeatedly distinguished himself in actions with the enemy’s batteries and guns 
vessels on the Havre station. 

17 H. P. Edgell was Midshipman of the Bienfaisant at the capture of the Count D’ Artois, 
and of the Artois at the taking of the Pylades and Orestes, two Dutch sloops; in the same 
ship in the action off the Dogger Bank; and Flag-Lieutenant to Lord Radstock in the Bar- 
fleur at St. Vincent, and Captain of the Cornelia at the taking of the Isles of France and Java. 

19 'W. Young served as agent of transports, and Captain of the Foudroyent during the 
expedition to Egypt. 

20 E. Galway was senior Lieutenant of Nelson’s ship (Vanguard) at the Nile; commanded 
the Dryad at Walcheren, and was actively employed, in co-operation with the patriots, on the 
North Coast of Spain in 1811; captured, in 1814, the Clorinde French frigate, who had pre- 
viously had a severe action with the Eurotas. 

21 S. C. Rowley was Lieutenant of the Vanguard, and served on shore at the taking of the 
French West India islands in 1794; in the Astrea at the capture of the French frigate La 
Loire, after an action of fifty minutes; was present in Lord Bridport’s action in 1795; com- 
manded the Terror (bomb) at Copenhagen in 1801. r 

24 E.S. Clay was Midshipman of Alcide at the capture of Toulon and St. Fiorenzo in 
1793-94 ; was Lieutenant of the Venerable, and severely wounded at Camperdown ; was in the 
Kent at the Helder; commanded the Zebra bomb at Copenhagen in 1801, and attack on @ 
French flotilla off Boulogne in 1805. 

25 Chas. Carter was Lieutenant of the Alerander 74, in her gallant defence against five 
French ships of the line in 1794 ; and while Senior of the Galatea, assisted at the destruction of 
L' Andromache, near Arcasson in 1796. 

26 T. Browne, when Lieutenant of the Intrepide in 1796, cut out with her boats, on the 
north side of St. Domingo, the Perrante of 20 guns; and in the Flora in the expedition to 
Egypt in 1801 ; commanded the Adoukir at the defence of Riga. 

27 W. H. B. Tremlett was Midshipman of the Royal Sovereign in Howe's action, and in 
Cornwallis‘s retreat ; when Lieutenant of the Lion, assisted at the capture of the Spanish 
frigate Santa Dorothea of 42 guns in 1798; was made Commander for his services while 
Lieutenant of the latter ship, and when commanding the Alcmene, engaged two French frigates 
off Belleisle in 1799. 

28 Sir S. Pym was Mate of the Martin at the taking of the Dutch West India Islands, in 
1796 ; when Lieutenant of the Babet, captured, in her boats, after a desperate conflict, in 
which he was wounded, a French national vessel of 6 guns and 46 men; was senior of the 
Ethalton at the capture of the Spanish treasure-ship, Thetis, in 1799 ; commanded the Aflae at 
St. Domingo; and when in the Sirius, bore a distinguished part at the capture of the 
Caroline, French frigate, at St. Paul’s, Island of Bourbon, and the subsequent reduction of 
that Island, as well as the Isle de Passe in 1810, and burnt his ship to prevent her falling into 
the hands of the enemy, having grounded in a gallant attempt on two frigates and a sloop in 
Port Sud Est, Isle de France, in the same year. 

29 S. Butcher was a Midshipman in Howe’s action; when commanding the Guachapin of 
16 guns, captured after a severe contest in 1800, a Spanish vessel of 18. 

30 R. Jackson was Mid. of the Santa Margaritta, at the capture of the French frigate 
Amazone, in 1782; was Lieut. of the Rose, at the capture of Martinique, in 1794; oom- 
tmanded the naval forces at the taking of Savona, and was at the surrender of Malta, in 1800 ; 
commanded the Bonne Citoyenne, in the expedition to Eeypt, in 1801. ¥ 

31 C. B. H. Ross, when commanding the Pigue, captured, in 1806, after a gallant resistance, 
two brigs of war of 16 guns and 120 men each; was Flag Captain to SirG. Cockburn, and bore 
4 part in all the active operations in the Chesapeake and on the coast of America in 1813-14. 

32 Sir C. Malcolm was wounded when commanding the Narcissus in an attack by the 
boats of that ship on a French convoy near Brest in 1806; assisted at the reduction of the 
Saintes in 1809; when commanding the RAin was actively employed on the north coast of 
Spain in 1813, and subsequent years, particularly at the taking of Fort Gabriel, with two ships 
of war and 14 sail of merchant vessels, in 1815, on which occasion he commanded. 

33 F. W. Fane was Midshipman of the Terpsichore in her gallant action with the Spanish 
frigate Mahonesa in 1796; and was wounded in the same ship at the capture of the Vestal 
French frigate after a well contested action of two hours ; when commanding the Cambrian, ac- 
tively co-operated with the Spanish patriots on the coast of Catalonia, and was unfortunately 
nade prisoner while commanding a detachment in a gallant attempt to capture several armed 
Vessels at Palamos in 1810. _ 
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34 Hon. G. Elliot when Captain of the Modeste, captured after a running fight of an hour 
the French corvette Jena of 18 guns in 1808, and assisted at the reduction of Java, in 1813 ; 
while commanding the Hussar was actively employed against the pirates on the coast of Bor- 
neo, and subsequently in reinstating the Sultan of Palambang. 

36 Lord W. FitzRoy was Mid. of the Phaeton in Howe’s action; in the Sars Pareil in 

Lord Bridport's ; in the Seahorse at the capture of the French frigate, Sensible, in 1798 ; was 
Lieut. of the Penelope at the surrender of Malta, and expedition to Egypt; commanded the 
#olvs frigate in Sir R. Strachan'’s action, and at the reduction of Martinique in 
1809. 
37 Sir H. Pigot while commanding a frigate in the West Indies, took the island of Mariega- 
lante, in 1809 ; assisted at the capture of the French frigate Junon : was present at the surrender 
of the Hantpoult 74, and captured the Felicité pierced for 42 guns, but loaded with colonial 
produce ; in the Orpheus in 1814, captured the American ship Frolic of 20 guns, and two pri- 
vateers of 20 and 8.

40 Sir C. Richardson was Midshipman of the Phenix in her action with the Resolue, and of 
the Royal George in Howe’s action ; was Senior Lieutenant of the Circe at Camperdown, and 
commanded a detachment of seamen landed in the expedition to the Helder; assisted at the 
landing in Egypt, and was present at the battle of the 8th of March; commanded a fiotilla, 
at the reduction of the Dutch West India Islands ; was Captain of the Cesar at the destruc- 
tion of three frigates off the Sables D’Olonne, and at the attack onthe French squadron in Aix 
Roads in 1809 ; was particularly noticed for his services in the Walcheren expedition. 

41 F. Temple, when Lieutenant of the Loire, performed a very gallant exploit by cutting 
out with her boats the Ventewx French brig of war of 10 guns and 85 men, from under the 
batteries of the Isle de Bas in 1803. 

42 Sir A. Farquhar, when Midshipman of the Suffolk, served in her boats at the capture of 
a Dutch brig of 14 guns and 45 men in 1795; and assisted at the reduction of the islands of 
Amboyna and Banda in 1796; when commander of the Acheron, in company with the Arrow, 
fought a very gallant action, in defence of aconvoy, with two large French frigates, and was com- 
pelled to surrender, which ship was afterwards destroyed ; in 1813, when Captain of the Desirée 
commanded a squadron in the German rivers, and the naval forces at the capture of all the im- 
portant fortresses in the Elbe and Weser, particularly that of Gluckstadt, after a siege of sixteen 
days and bombardment of six. 

43 H. Gordon was posted for his gallant but unsuccessful defence of the Wolverene of 13 
guns, against the Blonde of 30, while in charge of a Newfoundland convoy in 1804. 

44 Sir J. A. Gordon was present in Lord Bridport’s action in 1795 ; St. Vincent’s 1797; and 
the Nile in 1798; was Lieutenant of the Bourdelois in a gallant action with two brigs of war and 
a schooner, one of which of 20 guns was captured ; was senior of the Racoon at the capture of 
the Lodi in 1803; when commanding the Mercury in company with the Alceste and Grass- 
hopper, captured and destroyed a convoy under the batteries of Rota; was Captain of the 
Active in the action off Lissa in 1811, for which he was honoured with a medal ; lost his leg in 
action with and capture of the Pomone in the same year ; when commanding the Seahorse in 
1814, greatly distinguished himself in America, particularly in command of a squadron in the 
Potowmac, and capture of the city of Alexandria. 

45 Hon. F. W. Aylmer was Lieutenant of the Swiftsure at the Nile, and shared in the sub- 
sequent active operations on the coast of Italy in 1799, and in the expedition to Egypt in 1800; 
while Captain of the Narcissus commanded a detachment of seamen and marines, landed to 
co-operate with the patriots near Santona in 1810, on which occasion had several severe con- 
flicts with the enemy’s troops: commanded the Severn at Algiers. 

46 R, Thomas, when Midshipman, distinguished himself at the storming of Fort Royal, 
Martinique in 1794 ; was Lieutenant of the Excellent at St. Vincent's, was Lord Collingwood’s 
Captain from 180. till his death in 1810; when commanding the Undaunted was actively em- 
ployed in co-operation with the patriots on the coast of Catalonia in 1811. 

47 J. R. Dacres when commanding the Bacchante, in conjunction with the Mediator, per- 
forined a gallant exploit in 1807, by taking the fort of Samana, and several privateers and 
other vessels under its protection ; while commanding the Guerriere was captured after a gal- 
Jaut defence by the American frigate Constitution of superior force in 1812. 

48 J. S. Carden was Midshipman of the Marlborough in Howe’s action; was made Com- 
mandcr from the Fisyard after the capture of L’Immortalité; when in the Sheerness, served 
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in the expedition to the Helder, and in the same ship was actively employed in the Red Sea; 
when commanding the Moselle was present at the capture of the French sloop Furet off 
Cadiz in 1806; while commanding the Macedonian, was captured by the American frigate 
United States, of superior force, after a most gallant defence. 

49 J. Sykes, when commanding the Hecla bomb, was frequently engaged with the enemy's 
batteries and flotillas in the Channel in 1804; and commanded the Adamant at Walcheren. 

50 H. M. Ommanney served as Lieutenant in the expedition to Egypt. 

51 A. Duff was Midshipman of the Duke at the attack on Martinique in 1793; when 
Lieutenant of the Foudroyant assisted at the capture of the Genereux in 1800 ; commanded 
the Mondovi in the expedition to Egypt. 

52 Hon. D. H. Mackay was Midshipman of the Unicorn in her gallant action with and cap- 
tare of the French frigate Tribune in 1796; and in the Melampus in several gallant afiairs on 
the coast of France; was Lieutenant of the Ariadne in the expedition to Ostend, and the Isis 
at the Helder ; commanded the Malacca during the operations against the Sultan of Sambas 
in 1813. 

53 F. Mason was Midshipman of the Russell in Howe's action in 1794, and Bridport’s in 
1795 ; when commanding the Rattler, was repeatedly engaged with the enemy’s flotillas on the 
coast of France and Holland in 1804-05 ; commanded the Daphné at the capture of Monte 
Video, the Fisgard in the Walcheren expedition, and the President at the siege and storming 
of St. Sebastian. 

55 Sir L. Curtis, when Captain of the Magicienne, assisted at the reduction of the Isle de 
Bourbon, and was under the necessity of destroying her at the entrance of Port Sud Est, Isle 
of France, having grounded, in a gallant attempt on two French frigates in that port, in com- 
pany with a squadron under Captain Pym. 

56 Sir J. Louis when Lieutenant of the Natad, served in her boats, cutting out a schooner 
of war near the Saintes in 1803; commanded L’Aig/e at the capture and destruction of 
aconvoy at Port Maurice, in 1814. 

58 H. H. Christian was present at the reduction of St. Lucie in 1796, and in the Boadicea 
in the attack on the Spanish squadron, under the batteries of the Isle d’Aix; when Lieut. of 
the Phenix, commanded a division of boats at the taking of Genoa; in the expedition to 
Egypt; defence of Porto Ferago; and was present at the destruction of the French frigates 
La Carriere, La Bravoure, and Succes; and while in the Albion, assisted at the capture of the 
French frigate Franchise, and chased her consort, a ship of the line, into L’Orient; commanded 
the Heroine at the reduction of Flushing in 1809 ; and in the Jris was actively employed in 
co-operation with the petro on the north coast of Spain in 1811-}2. 

59 Sir J.C. Coghill was Lieut. ot the Haarlem in the expedition to Egypt, and commanded 
ber boats, cutting out the Prima galley from the Mole of Genoa, in 1800 ; when Captain of the 
Rattlesnake, commanded two of her boats at the destruction of a piratical vessel after a san- 
guinary conflict on the Malay coast ; commanded the Diana at Walcheren. 

60 N. D. Cochrane, when commanding the Kingfisher sloop, cuptured a French privateer of 
14 guns and 100 men ; was present and rendered important service in the action off St. Domingo. 

61 J. Ayscough commanded the Blanche inthe expedition to the Helder in 1799; the Jn- 
constant in Egypt in 1801; the Success at the capture of the islands of Procida, Ischia, &c. 
in 1809 ; and subsequently commanded a small squadron in the defence of Sicily. 

62 Sir T.J.Cochrane served as Mid. in the expeditions against Belleisle, Ferrol, Cadiz and Egypt 
when in command of the Jason, fought a gallant action on the coast of Guiana with two French 
ships of war, one of which was taken ; and assisted at the cupture of the Danish West India 
Islands ; in the Ethalion, brought to action a French 44 gun frigate, which escaped into Mar- 
tinique ; assisted in the expedition against that island and the Saintes; when in command of 
the Swrprise, was present at the attacks on Washington, Baltimore, and in the operations on 
the coast of Georgia.

82 Sir W.A. Montague, was Mid. of the Russe//, at Camperdown, and of the Sirius, at the cap- 
ture of the French frigate Deduigneuse, when commanding the Zerpsichore, of 32 guns, beat off 
(after a gallant action) the Sémillante of 40; while commanding the Cornwallis, assisted at the 
capture of Amboyna, &c., and commanded the seamen, landed at the reduction of the Isle of 
France in 1810.

85 R. C. Mangin was Mid. of the Pomone in the expedition to Quiberon in 1795; In’ the 
Canada in the action with Monsieur Bompart in 1798; and in the A/inerva at the capture of 
the French frigate Succes off Leghorn; commanded the Valorous Praam at the detence of 
Dantzic, and was promoted for his services on that occasion, 

W. Croft was Mid. of Amazon at the cupture of two French frigates, and in her gallant 
action with the French ship of the line Droits de {Homme in 1797; in the Centaur, at the reduc- 
tion of Minorca; in the Foudroyant at the landing and subsequent operations in Egypt; was 
Lieut. of the Camed at the attack on Curagoa, und commanded the dlacrity at Copenhagen in 
1807, and was posted in consequence. :

of the Mauritius and Java in 1811; when in the Resistance, assisted at the capture of the bat- 
teries and convoy at Port D’Anzo in the Mediterranean in 1813.

destroyed the Cygne of 18 guns, and two armed schooners under the batterics of Martinique in 
1808 ; commanded the Star in the operations against that island in 1809; while commanding 
the Liverpool was successfully employed against the pirates in the Persian Gulf.

30°J. Johns was Mate and Clerk of the Surinam from 1805 till 1807, during that time was 
present in the action with the Glorioso Spanish ship-of-the-line off Cadiz in 1805; capture of 
the Rain French frigate in 1806; and severely wounded in her boats boarding a Spanish 
vessel under the batteries of Bilboa in the same year; was Purser of the Vesuvius bomb at 
Copenhagen in 1807.

Epautettes.—The bullions of dress epaulettes to 
be loose, instead of fixed, as at present. 

Hats.—All cocked huts to be of the same di- 
mensions us that to be worn by the Admiral of the 
Fleet, a8 bereafter described, and with the same 
distinctions heretofore used, except that the bind- 
ing, which was formerly of black silk lace, two 
and a balfinches, is to be two inchesin width, and 
of the oak-leaf pattern. 

Apwirat or THB Fixer.—Crat.—To have, in

All Midshipmen who shall have passed such Examination respecting their Qualifications for the 
ppointment of Lieutenant as the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may from time to time 
irect, (if abroad, for Seamanship and Navigation, and if at home also at the Royal Naval College), 
aall be considered eligible to have Warrants or Commissions as Mates in whatever Ship they may 
e serving; such Warrant or Commission will be given by the Lords Commissioners of the 
«dmiralty, upon the recommendation of the Commanding Officer of the Sbip in which the person 
aay be serving, transmitted by the Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer on the Station. 


During their first three years of actual service as Mates in the Royal Navy they will take Rank 
sith Ensigns in the Army, and after three years’ service with Lieutenants in the Army, according 
o their seniority as Mates, to be computed from the dates of their original Warrants from their 
espective Captains, under the former regulations in respect to Mates. 

Commanders-in-Chief on Foreign Stations may give Acting Warrants as Mates to such Midship- 
gen as may pass abroad for Seamanship and Navigation, which Warrants will be confirmed from 
heir original dates if approved by their Lordships, provided they pass their examination at the 
Royal Naval College in two months after their arrival in England ; but no person appointed to act 
s Mate or as Lieutenant is to be sent home from a Foreign Station for the purpose of passing such 
‘xamination.

My Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are pleased to direct that no Mate shall be allowea 
Ifalf-Pay without having been previously surveyed and reported unfit by the Inspector General, 
or the Officers of one of the Naval Hospitals at home. The Medical Officers are therefore to report 
particularly in each case the probable period at which the Invalid may be again fit for employ- 
ment; and at the expiration of such period the Mate is to report himself to their Lordships, in 
order that, if he should state himself to be still unable to serve, proper measures may be taken to 
ascertain his continued unfitness ; after which, should lie be declared fit for employment and still 
withhold his services, his ITalf-pay is to be respited. 7 z

MARINE CADETS. 


1, No Candidate will be nominated a Cadet who is under 16 or above 19 years of age; and he 
must be prepared to pass such examination as the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may 
deem fit to require. 

Each Candidate will be expected to give security for the payment of such a sum to the Ac- 
countant General of the Navy as may be fixed upon, and to bring with him, when he appears for 
Examination, a Certificate of good conduct from the Masters of the Schools at which he studied 
for the last three years, and a Certificate from the Inspector General of Naval Hospitals and Flects. 
of sound bodily health, and that he does not stammer, aad has no other physical defect. t 

2. No Cadet will receive a Commission unless he is able to go through, at least, the Examina- 
tion now required, together with the short course of theoretical and practical Gunnery now 
established in the ‘‘ Excellent,” with a knowledge of the Great Gun Exercise, the use of tho 
Sextant, nor unless he has acquired a competent knowledge of Field Fortification and Mechanical 
Drawing. 

3. Cadets will not be permitted to remain more than two years on board the ‘* Excellent,” or at 
the College, unless they have passed their final examination ; but they will, during the second year 
of the Cadetship, provided they can pass the requisite examination, be eligible for such Commis- 
sions as may become vacant during that year. If appointments are made before the examination 
at the end of the second year, the half-yearly examination immediately previous to the occurrence 
of the vacancy shall be the test of ability ; but in all cases the Candidate must have reached the 
points fixed io paragraph numbered 2, to entitle bim to an appointment, and will be placed on the 
List of Officers according to the ability shown at such examination. 

No Cadet will be allowed to proceed to the College until he has passed through the whole plan 
of instruction laid down for Marine Cadets in the ‘* Excellent,” and he will not be received at the 
College unless he produces a Certificate of good conduct from the Captain of the “ Excellent.” 

All the Examinations proposed are to be carried on by the Professor at the Royal Naval Col- 
lege under the direction of the Captain of the ** Excellent.” 

4. Cadets during the first year of their appointment will not be eligible for a Commission if 
there are any Cadets in their second year who can pass the requisite Examination. 

5. Cadets are to be subject to Naval discipline, to receive the same pay as Mates, to mess with 
them, and to be considered in all respects as Quarter Deck Peity Officers. 

6. Cadets are to wear the Dress Coat of the Corps of Royal Marines, without lace, ornament, 
or epauleite, in lieu of which they are to wear Shoulder Straps of plain gold cord, Trousers according 
to Regulations, and Dress Cap. 

7. In undress they are to wear the Blue Frock Coat of the Corps, without Shoulder Straps 
Grey Cloth Trousers, or White Drill Trousers, according to Regulations, : 

Forage Cap with cover.

MASTERS OF THE NAVY 


[For War Services of Masters, see page 200.) 


Admiralty, lst January, 1841, 

The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, having had under their consideration the Regulations 
for the appointment of Acting Masters’ Assistants, both as regard the required period of their servitude 
in the Royal Navy, or Merchant Service, and their general attainments in Seamanship and Navigation, 
are pleased to direct, with reference to the 27th Art. Cap 3, of the Regulations for Her Majesty's 
Nervice, at Sea, that the qualifications for the appointments ot Acting Masters’ Assistants in the Royal 
Navy shall in future be as follows :— 

He shall have been at sea either in Her Majesty’s Navy three complete years, or in the Merehant 
Service four years, (one of which as Mate or Inferior Mate) ; or for combined periods of two years in 
the Royal Navy, and two in the Merchant Service; or one year in the Royal Navy, and three in the 
Merchant Service, and shall be full 16 years of age. 

ie will be required to have a thorough knowledge of Practical Observations of the Sun, Moon, and 
Stais, for ascertaining the Latitude ; to work double Altitudes; the Longitude by Chronometer ; and 
to keep a Ship’s reckoning by the common Rules, usually denominated a day’s work. He will also be 
sequired to produce Certiticates of Servitude and Regularity of Conduct. 

Candidates for the appointment of Acting Masters’ Assistant are to be strictly and carefully ex- 
amined in the presence of the Captain, or Commander, by a Master and Naval Instructor, and, when 
there shall pot be an Officer of the latter Class, by two Masteis, touching their abilities in Seamanship, 
Navigation, &c. ‘The Certificates of Qualifications are to be signed by the Captain, or Commander, as 
well as by the examining Officers; and all Cundidates who shall be found qualified, agreeably to the 
Lefore-mentioned provisions, will be considered eligible to be appointed by their Lordships as Acting 
Masters’ Assistants in Her Majesty's Navy accordingly. By Command of their Lordships,

1 Sir C. E. Nugent saw much service as Lieutenant of the Bristol on the coast of America 
in the first American war ; commanded the Pomona at the capture of the fortress of Omoa, snd 
the register ships in 1780; while commanding the Veferan assisted at the reduction of the 
French West India Islands in 1793. 

2 Sir J. H. Whitshed was Lieutenant of the Sandwich, and was present at the defeat of 
the Spanish squadron of Don Juan de Langara in the year 1779; commanded the Namar a 
St. Vincent. 

6 Sir G. Martin when Midshipman of the Suffolk was present in the several actions of 
Sir G. Rodney in the West Indics in 1780 ; commanded the Irresistible at St. Vincent ; in the 
same ship in company with the Emerald, destroyed two frigates near Cape Trafalgar ; com- 
manded the Northumberland at the blockade of Malta and expedition to Egypt, and the Ber- 
fleur in Sir R. Calder’s action, and as Rear-Admiral, a squadron at the destruction of two ships 
of the line at the mouth of the Rhone in 1810.

the coast of Syria and capture of St. Jean D’Acre in 1840. 

10 Sir C. Hamilton was Midshipman of the Hecfor in Admiral Cornwallis’s partial action 
with the French fleet in 1780 ; commanding the Dido, served at the reduction of Corsica, and 
the Melpomene in the expedition to the Helder in 1799, and the capture of Goree on the coast 
of Africa in 1800. 

11 Hon. H. Curzon was Midshipman of the Superd in the several actions with De Suffrein 
in 1782 ; commanded the Pallas in Cornwallis’s retreat, and in the Indefatigable captured the 
French frigate Venus in 1800. 

14 Sir P. C.C. H. Durham, as Midshipman, served in the Edgar, which ship formed part of 
Sir George Rodney’s fleet at the defeat of Don Juan de Langara; commanding the Arson, as- 
sisted at the destruction of several of the enemy’s frigates, particularly in her gallant action 
with, and capture of La Loire, in 1798. Commanded the Defiance in Sir Robert Calder’s 
action, and at Trafalgar. As Rear-Admiral, with his flag in the Venerable, captured two 
French frigates of the largest class; was Commander-in-Chief at securing the French West 
India Islands for Louis XVIII.
